W hat this means is that the differential in labor cost is the 


only important item making a difference in the total production 
cost. 


The number and whereabouts of all Nottingham m achines is 


known. G reat Britain has 800. the U. S. SOO, G ermany has SOO. 
the rest of Europe has 200. Japan has 86, and there are about 
I 20 scattered elsewhere. 
Now, waiving for the moment the question of over all supply 


and demand, it is obvious that the nation with the lowest labor 
cost will have the lowest final cost, and cun undersell and hence 
out out of business any competitors, in an open world market.
